Moscow, Jan. 22— Nicolai 
Lenin, 
director of tho soviet 
government, 
who had been ill for many months, is 
dead. 
The man who led the R ussian re v ­ 
olution and overthrew the established 
order of the czars, passed aw ay at a 
moment when his pa rty is beginning 
to reap the fruits of his labors. 
Ill for m any months, the bolshe­ 
vik leader died while others ca rrie d 
on the soviet government he founded. 
Lenin had become an enigma to his 
countrym en, living in seclusion, his 
condition carefully concealed from 
the world. 
It was k nown he had suffered 
a 
form of paralysis and tha t 
fam ous 
specialists had come from f a r lands 
to treat him. 
Only a fortnight ago, it was re ­ 
ported to Russia a t large that Lenin 
was getting well. He had been out 
hunting rabbits on C hristm as d ay— 
the C hristm as of the “capitalistic” 
country - he scorned— and again on 
New Years. 
His early re turn to 
participation 
in Rusisan affairs even was rum ored. 
No one from the outside world was 
permitted to see Lenin. He was k ept 
closely guarded, while others carried 
on the affairs of the governm ent 
and the country that had 
followed 
his lead aw aited his return. 
Today cam e word of his death— 
many times rumored and as 
often 
denied, 
The Russian leader, hailed as one 
>f the greatest men of m odem times 
lied at ten minutes to seven M onday 
night. 
His death took place 
at

little 
town called Cork y, 
not 
fa r 
from 
Moscow. 
The funeral will be held on S a tur­ 
day. 
On that day, the body of Lenin 
will be interred in the Kremlin Hall,

strike. 


Hope of the unions, however, as 


voiced by Ellis Searles, editor of the 
United Mine Workers' -lournal, is 
for adoption of the new scale with- 
out resorting to a strike. 


Union expansion, particularly in 


the West Virginia fields, .was due for 
lengthy discussion by the convention. 


The West Virginia mines with their 


huge tonnage produced by non-union 
labor, are a source of serious com- 
petition in normal times and 
the 


greatest point of weakness daring a 
strike. 


Coal dug1 by the non-union workers 


of West Virginia has underbid union 
coal in many sections of the coun- 
try, it is admitted by union officials, 
because of the lower scale for which 
the non-union men labor. 


The output of these mines during a 


walkout has 'been found by exper- 
ience to be large enough to 
impair 


the effectiveness of the strike, 
at 


least temporarily.

Indianapolis, Ind.,' Jan. 22—Re- 


cruiting for the Indiana. National 
Guard to replace vacancies falling 
due through discharge of men en- 
listed three years ago, is being eon- 
ducted in a conservative manner by 
Hie guard, Adjutants-General Harry 
B. Smith said today. 


"The personnel of the 
outfit is 


very high at this-time," Gen Smith 
said. 
"We want to keep it that

ing the number in the ranks," the 
general said.
